Recent resignation of the federal Combines Com¬ 
missioner and the controversy over his report on the 
Canadian flour milling industry has brought to public 
notice one of the most important, yet least known 
pieces of legislation on our stature books. 

For perhaps the first time in several decades poli¬ 
ticians, businessmen,' and consumers are taking time 
out to re-examine our laws governing trade agree¬ 
ments. 

Briefly, the Combines Act makes it unlawful for 
any Canadian to conspire with any other person to 
limit the production or distribution of any commodity, 
“to unreasonably enhance the price thereof,” or “to 
unduly prevent or lessen competition.” Also outlawed 
by statute are discriminatory discounts or prices de¬ 
signated to destroy competition. Only combinations of 
workingmen and true co-operatives are exempted from 
its provisions. 

The introduction of anti-combines legislation in 
Canada twenty-five years ago and the establishment 
of similar government, restrictions in the United 
States was based on the belief that economic and pol¬ 
itical freedom are indivisible. . 

It was held that, just as it was wrong for any 
political clique to govern apart from constant refer¬ 
ence and review by .the electors, so it was wrong for 
any small group in the economic field to fix prices and 
^profits apart from the free workings of tfie laws of 
supply and demand. W 1 

Basic to this philosophy was the contention that 
the cumulative decisions of all the people are wiser, 
economically and politically, than the decisions of a 
shtiall group, no matter how learned and how unselfish 
the latter may claim to be. v 

There was a time in the history of Canada when 
most politicians, most businessmen, and most electors 
apparently scared this belief. It was a time when free 
enterprise and free competition' were considered es¬ 
sential to political progress. 

In the past decade, and especially during the war 
years, however, many practices have grown up to 
negate this policy. Businessmen, professional men, la¬ 
bor unionists, even agriculturalists who, while paying 
lip service in public to the precepts of private enter¬ 
prise, have, in ^private, agreed to the philosophies of 
combine and monopoly. 

Spokesmen for such groups as the Canadian Man¬ 
ufacturers’ Association have contended that combines 
to fix uniform prices are not necessarily, of them¬ 
selves, wrong; that they may, in fact, benefit tho 
nation by promoting stability of employment, provid¬ 
ed, of course, that profits are held to a just level. 

Professional men have set initiation fees to dis¬ 
courage competition. Labor unions have introduced 
“feather bedding", allegedly to increase employment. 
Agricultural organizations have persuaded govern¬ 
ments to police compulsory marketing schemes to 
promote, as they claim, price stability. 

Weekly newspapers, still a stalwart example of 
competitive enterprise, now buy from a paper industry 
which has long since abandoned any pretense of price 
competition, and face competition in the daily news¬ 
paper and radio fields from groups whose monopolistic 
tendencies are clearly evident. Already combines in 
the production and distribution fields have acted to 
curtail competitive advertising, the safeguard of a 
free press. 

Commenting on this trend, Harvard’s Professor 
Seymour E. Harris writes: “Our economy is no longer 
predominantly one of millions of workers, fanners, 
and small enterprises operating in a competitive man¬ 
ner; rather, each monopolistic group is organized in 
large agglomerations, struggling for the maximum 
share of the national output. Each group has tremend- * 
ous political as well as economic power, and is in a 
position to paralyze our economy . . . The govern¬ 
ment’s practical policy . . . has to be to recognize their 
existence and make the strongest efforis to get them 
to achieve fair and workable arrangements in their 
wage, price, and output policies . . . assure above all 
the maximum output and a distribution of economic 
power consistent with the sale of this output at reas¬ 
onable prices." , • 

It is well for us to remember that in Germany 
in many other parts of Europe and the Orient, and 
in Great Britain itself, cartels, combines, and mono- 
plies, and the political and economic philosophy which 
makes their existence possible, are the accepted rule.

Short Course dates have now 
been confirmed as follows—Clares- 
holm, Wednesday, February 22nd; 
Vulcan, Thursday and Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 23rd and 24th, and Macleod 
on Saturday, February 25th. A pro¬ 
gram for the Ladies is being ar¬ 
ranged to run concurrently at each 
point. Prominent speakers have 
been secured who are well quali¬ 
fied to give up to date information 
on present day problems. Every¬ 
one is welcome. Make plans to at¬ 
tend now. 

This winter we have been plag¬ 
ued with cold weather and a more 
than average snow fall, making tra¬ 
wl hazardous and difficult. There 
is no doubt that the problem ot 
winter travel and snow removal is 
made easier and less costly, where 
roads have been raised. The Muni¬ 
cipalities should be congratulated 
-for the type of roads they are now 
building and have built during the 
past years, and also for -the job 
they are doing in connection with 
snow removal. 

It would appear that this might 
be made easier and less costly with 
the co-operation of those whose 
land adjoins main roads, by hav¬ 
ing them back-sloped during con¬ 
struction. Back-sloping not only 
makes' for a safer road, due to 
the elimination of narrow, steep 
ditches, but roads that are con¬ 
structed in this manner can be 
seeded to grass. The grass would 
not only tie the shoulder and dit¬ 
ches down but would be of con¬ 
siderable aid -in preventing the 
silting up of culverts and the re¬ 
sulting wash-outs. A stand of grass 
would offer stiff competition to 
any weeds growing on roadsides, 
and they would be eliminated as 
grass became established. Weeds 
and other tall vegetative growth, 
such as sweet clover are in many 
cases the troublemakers as far as 
snow blocked roads are concerned. 

Along many mads weeds were 
mowed or burned. Those responsi¬ 
ble for this'work deserve commen¬ 
dation. There would probably be 
even a greater amount of mowing 
done if by doing so the party re- 
■ sponsible could harvest some first- 
class hay. 

Road-sides seeded to grass would 
not only facilitate travel and ef¬ 
fect a monetaiy saving, hut would 
give the country-side a scenic val¬ 
ue that .Is impossible to measure 
by means of any monetary stand¬ 
ard. 

The Provincial Department of 
Agriculture is quite anxious to 
further the seeding down of back- 
sloped roads to grass. The Depart¬ 
ment is only too willing to co-op¬ 
erate where work of this nature 
is to be undertaken, by means of 
supplying suitable seed at very 
reasonable prices.

Field Shelterbelts 

Pople who travel the main high¬ 
way between Calgary and Drum- 
heller wiTI have noticed the well 
established shelterbelts on the farm 
of Mr. Craig Pierce, about 12 miles 
southwest of Drumheller. These 
shelterbelts were plantd about 15 
years ago and they divide about 
610 acres of Mr. Pierce’s farm in¬ 
to strips 20 rods wide running 
east and west. Particularly during 
this past season, besides seeing the 
long rows of green trees, the trav¬ 
eller noticed that the crop adjacent 
to the shelterbelts was more prom¬ 
ising than the crop farther away. 

Prior to harvest, samples were 
taken of crops in the shelterbelt 
area to measure the yield and 
height of crop. From these samples 
it was found that in the area af¬ 
fected by the trees, wheat yielded 
approximately 19 bushels per acre 
more grain and grew from 4 to 
5 inches taller than the crop out¬ 
side the area influenced by the 
trees. An 80 foot strip of oats im¬ 
mediately adjacent to the shelter- 
belt yielded 90 bushels per acre 
while farther, away from the trees 
the crop was uneven and late and 
had to be cut for green feed. 

The width of the area affected 
is governed by the height of the 
shelterbelt on the windward side 
of the crop. The higher the growth 
the greater the width of the crop 
-a fleeted. On one strip where the 
windward shelterbelt is about 20 
feet high, increased yields were 
obtained_ 10 rods from the tree 
belt. 

Increased yields in the shelter- 
belt area are no doubt caused by 
increased moisture supplies from 
trapped snow, and also by reduced 
evaporation from breaking the 
sweep of t"he wind. 

Benefits are not obtained with¬ 
out cost. Continued attention is re¬ 
quired to grow a good shelterbelt. 
In the early years -moisjure-rob- 
bing grass and weeds must be er¬ 
adicated because the limited prair¬ 
ie moisture & not sufficient to 
grow weeds, grass and trees. Soil 
must not drift into the shelterbelts. 
The farmers who had soil drifted 
into their shelterbelts during the 
windy 'thirties know too well of 
the difficulties experienced remov¬ 
ing the drift-soil from their de¬ 
stroyed shelterbelts. 

There is no doubt, that estab¬ 
lished shelterbelts, that are well 
maintained, will add to the beauty 
of the farm and increase .the re¬ 
turns from the land. The farmer 
who knows he can devote time and 
labour to establish and care for 
tree shelterbelts on his farm should 
contact the District Agriculturist 
in his district or write to the Dom¬ 
inion Forest Nursery. Station Ijf- 
dihn Head. Saskatchewan for in¬ 
formation regarding the planting 
and care of shelterbelts.

MANY OUTSIDE ENTRIES 

Although the extremely cold weather 
and snow-bloeked roads of the past few . 
weeks have undoubtedly dfecour&ged a few 
outside rinks from sending in their entries, 
the entry fee of $50 per rink has already 
been received from about thirty outside 
rinks. * 

Last gear’s winner of the First Event and 
Grand Prize, was the Whilhite rink from 
Claresholm, who carried off four travelling 
bags and the four Frigidaires. This rink, 
composed of Wilhite, Heid, Morkin and 
Jasper, with the last-named as skip, is al¬ 
ready entered in this year’s ’spiel and their 
progress will be watched with interest. 

Other entries received include finks from 
Viking, Olds. Gleichen, Bassano, Barons, 
Lethbridge, Calgary, Nanton, High River, 
Milo, Biant and Champion. 


New Rink is Now Completed 


The new addition to the Vulcan Curling 
rink, which houses the waiting room, club 
room and three additional sheets of ice 
was completed in time for the making of 
ice and the opening of the curling season 
’ this winter. 

Construction started in late fall, after 
harvest, and was financed largely by don¬ 
ations of farmers and townspeople. Ray 
Huff of Trochu was hired as foreman in 
charge of construction and most of- the 
work on -the big frame building was done 
by volunteer labor of members of the cur¬ 
ling club. The cost, is estimated at $9,000. 

Centrally located in the town and ad¬ 
joining the skating rink, the completed 
building now gives Vulcan curlers six sheets 
of ice undeg the one roof. The new addit¬ 
ion is fully insulated, as is the older part 


housing the original three sheets of ice, 
and the ice holds up well even under the 
onslaught of a Chinook, due to the insulat¬ 
ed walls and roof. 

Separating the old and new portions of 
the rink is a spacious two-storey waiting 
room. The spectators room on the ground 
floor is.equipped with, tiered seats for the 
convenience of those watehjng the games 
in progress. Occupying the centre of the 
floor is a coffee bar and at the far end are 
the bulletin boards and the stairway lead¬ 
ing to the second flooj;. 

Here arc ladies' and gentlemen's rest 
rooms, storage facilities, and ample spac- 
and full kitchen facilities for the preparing 
and serving of hot meals. 

The interiois of both rooms aie attract¬ 
ively finished, with ceilings in checkeyd 
acoustic board Heating is forced hot air. 


Vulcan Curling Club Organized in 1913 


The Vulcan Curling Club got its start in 
the winter of 1913-14, two years after the 
railway came through and the same year 
Vulcan was incorporated as a village. 

Early records of the Club are not avail¬ 
able, but to the best of knowledge the first 
president of the curling club was A. G. 
Spooner, former yulcan businessman, now- 
deceased. Two early residents of the town, 
rfif-mbers'of the curling club when It was 
first organized in and still residents 

of the town and active curlers 37 years 
later, are John Wolfe Sr. and Mayor Dyce 
Allan. The tolvn’s first curling rink was an 
open-air, one-sheet affair situated on the 
corner now; occupied by the theatre.

To Extend Program 
For Road Marking 

Road signing on secondary high¬ 
ways will be extended in Alberta 
next year, it was stated at the 
recent annual meeting of the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Extensive work was done this 
year, particularly on highways in 
the southern part of the province. 

An outlay of $2,400 was made 
on road marking by the Calgary 
branch of the A.M.A. 

The provincial board of the A. 
M.A, allocated $1,000 for road 
marking in southern Alberta, this 
being in addition to work carried 
on by the Lethbridge branch. 

The provincial board also erect¬ 
ed two large directional signs, lo¬ 
cated on highways at the ports of 
entry at Coutts and Carway, at a 
total cost of $1,400. 

In the north, a limited program 
was carried on by tfce Edmonton 
branch. It is the intention to ex¬ 
pand this considerably In the new 
year to meet the demands of stea¬ 
dily increasing traffic. 

Mo?e adequate road signing has 
been urged at previous meetings 
of the- A.M.A. Particular attention 
has been drawn to condiUons in 
southern Alberta, which is the re¬ 
gion which many US. tourists en- 
. ter first in visiting Alberta. 

. Officials of the A.M.A. are con¬ 
fident that a much greater mile¬ 
age of secondary highways will be 
well marked in 1950. The marking 
of main highways is carried out by 
the provincial public works depart¬ 
ment. 

70 Cancer Research 
Teams at Work 

The problem of cancer is essent¬ 
ially the problem of growth, of 
which cancer is but an abnormal 
form, it is stated by the Canadian 
Cancer Society in a message pre¬ 
pared for National Health Week. 
■ "From a mere handful of Invest- 
; igators working on this problem in 
Canada prior to the War, we may 
now regard with satisfacUon the 
fact that there are some 70 high¬ 
ly trained groups of cancer re¬ 
search workers in our Canadian 
universities," it is stated by the 
Society. 

"Research into the cause of can¬ 
cer and the finding of a cure Is 
truly international in its scope 
and is a field of endeavor wherein 
is enjoyed the greatest of cooper¬ 
ation. The extended and combined 
efforts of the many hundreds of 
scientists devoted to the solution 
of this difficult problem will be 
required. Canadians may well be 
proud of the contributions to 
scientific progress being made by 
our own research workers. 

'Those interested In the prob¬ 
lem of cancer control realize that 
a significant drop in the death 
rate from this disease cannot be 
expected until the cause is discov¬ 
ered and a means of prevention 
arrived at or until newer methods 
of treatment are developed. 

'The program of the Canadian 
Cancer Society is devoted to the 
education of the-public In the im¬ 
portance of early diagnosis and 
treatment, to the welfare of those 
afflicted with the disease and to 
the financial support of research 
The national enmprlgn of the So¬ 
ciety each year realizes approx¬ 
imately $1,000,000, and, of this vol¬ 
untarily subscribed amount, ap¬ 
proximately $£20,000 is given to 
the National Cancer Institute to 
help finance Its program of fund¬ 
amental research."
